Newly submitted claims 16-34 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the invention originally 
claimed for the following reasons: the product as claimed can be made can be made by another and materially different process such 
as surrounding the ream of paper with the ream wrap prior to providing the ream wrap with the tear tape. Moreover, original process- 
of-use claim 15 is independent and distinct from new claims 16-35, since the process-of-use claim 15 can be practiced with a wrapped 
ream of paper wherein the tear strip partially surrounds the width of a wrapped ream of paper. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this invention has been 
constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 16-35 have been withdrawn from 
consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

The amendment filed on 05/29/2007 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to 
a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention for the 
reasons set forth above.
